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Challenge Council 
on Street Bonds 



Paving Advocates Ask 
Ruling on Payment 



The Narbcrth Street Improve- 
ment Association, after securing 
legal advice, has prepared the fol- 
lowing statement in reference to 
the action of Borough Council de- 
claring that the proceeds of the 
Street Bond issue, if passed, can 
not he used to pay the total cost 
of paving ; 

"The sections of the Borough 
Code on which President Hall 
based his resolution and which 
were printed in last week's ( )ur 
Town,' are permissive and not 
compulsory. The word 'may* is 
used invariably. The words 
'shall* or 'must' do not appear at 
all. President Hall's resolution 
means only that it is the present 
intention of Council to follow the 
law as he has interpreted it. Ob- 
viously they will follow the law 
and no one wishes them to do 
otherwise, but it will still be with- 
in the province of Council to de- 
cide later to follow a more author- 
itative interpretation, even though 
different, if it is presented to them. 

"There is a basis for the belief 
that the real question involved is 
not those sections of the Borough 
Code, which President Hall cites, 
but whether a Borough has au- 
thority to pay tiie whole cost of 
permanent improvements on cer- 
tain streets provided the funds 
therefor are supplied by means 
of a bond issue which is properly 
submitted to all of the voters and 
is ratified by a majority of the bal- 
lots cast on that question. There 
is reason to believe that the people 
can bond themselves for the total 
cost of street pavements as legal- 
ly as for any other permanent 
public improvement. 

"President Hall stated that he 
introducd his resolution 'to clear 
up misunderstandings/ It is,- 
therefore, necessary to state that 
it was he personally who first sug- 
gested to the street advocates that 
a bond issue was the way to pro- 
vide for the pavements. The peti- 
tion asking for the bond issue was 
circulated on the unpaved streets 
only after President Hall had 
originally made that suggestion. 
The list of streets to be improved, 
the estimated cost thereof and the 
amount of the bond issue were all 
determined by Council. This mat- 
ter has been under discussion in 
this newspaper and at public and 
private sessions of Council since 
last June. During all that time 
it was the general belief that 
everyone, including members of 
Council, that the bond issue 
would pay the total cost of pay- 
ments, excluding curbs and gut- 
ters. 

'Tt follows that President Hall 
was either in error himself for 
four months, or deliberately with- 
held his interpretation of the law 
until three weeks before election. 
The street advocates originally 
accepted his statements as hav- 
ing the impartial authority which 
the people have a right to expect 
from their elected officials. It is 
now apparent that either or both 
the authority or the impartiality 
were lacking.

Explain Advantage 
of Building 

Bond Issue Committee Pre- 
sents Arguments 

In a communication prepared by 
the Community Center Committee 
and addressed to the numerous 
local civic organizations which 
have endorsed the general project 
ot a community development on the 
playground there are pointed out 
many economic phases which 
should have the careful considera- 
tion of the electorate prior to the 
coming election, at which time they 
will be called upon to vote on a 
proposed bond issue of $100,000; 
this amount to be augmented by a 
fund of $50,000 voluntarily offered 
b> various organizations provided 
the bond issue is approved. 

November 4 will be a "Clover 
Day" for Narberth, the committee 
points out, "and offers an opportu- 
nity that, it is hardly likely, will 
ever again be presented. Thus the 
first economic advantage/' says the 
committee's letter, "is to secure this 
free-for-nothing fund." 

From the other economies point- 
ed out by the committee might be 
mentioned : 

The playground, representing 
now a $30,000 investment, unsight- 
ly and also useless, except for base- 
ball on a crude diamond. Sheer 
necessity will require that money 
from some source be secured and 
spent for the development of that 
property, not only to protect the 
investment already made, but to 
make it useful and meet the re- 
quirements of Narberth's athletic 
activities and the outdoor play of 
the youngster. This bond issue will 
answer the question. A clubhouse 
with showers and dressings rooms 
must be provided. The bond issue 
will provide it. 

In a year or so the V. M. C. A. 
iluilding will not be available for 
meetings. Something as a substi- 
tute must be provided by money 
from some source and what will be 
the source ? The bond issue an- 
swers the question. A negative 
\(jte on the issue leaves the ques- 
tion unsolved and will likely leave 
the borough without any suitable 
place to hold any kind of a meet- 
ing. ( )ne outstanding need of the 
borough is a worthwhile auditorium 
and until such is provided Narberth 
will miss the enjoyment of many 
events that would otherwise come 
to it, say the committee, pointing 
out that the Main Line Choral, as 
an illustration, wanted to give a 
concert in Bryn Mawr, Ardmore 
and Narberth, hut were confronted 
by the lack of facilities in Nar- 
berth. 

The committee visualizes a 
iiiompt completion of a wonderful 
development if all pull together 
rather than selfishly undertaking 
the separate development of isol- 
ated plans meant to fulfill the re- 
quirements of only one organiza- 
tion or the interests of but one 
group of citizens. 

"Co-ordinated effort," the com- 
mittee says, "will work wonders in 
the way of a to wn -boosting project 
of great benefit. Individual effort 
results in duplication, delay, waste 
of moneys, and a working at cross 
purposes detrimental to progress." 

The committee cone hides by call- 
ing attention to the fact that the in- 
creased cost by way of taxation is 
but a fraction over two mills at the 
beginning, and which gradually re- 
duces itself. Contrasted with this 
cosN— aside from the many direct 
benefits— is the effect it has in in- 
creasing the value of all properties 
in the borough. 

These arguments are advanced 
by the committee in an endeavor to 
enlighten the voters on the impor- 
tance of the issue, and that they 
may, by contrast, visualize the al- 
ternative that would be presented 
should the bond issue not be ap- 
proved.

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COUNTY HAS BALANCE 

There was a balance in the treas- 
ury of Montgomery county, as of 
October i, of $156,886.35 as com- 
pared with a balance of $203,202.30 
on September 2, according to a re- 
port of the fiscal condition of the 
county submitted by Controller 
Irwin to the Commissioners. 

The receipts during the month 
were $232,875.37. 

The expenditures during the same 
period were $279,191.32. 

The largest item of expense is 
credited to bridges upon which 
there was paid $54,051 .97. The 
next largest item was roads, upon 
which there was expended, $46,- 
710.97. The house of detention 
cost $469.31, but the county home 
cost $1 1 ,478.52 and the county 
prison, $4374-85- 

The most profitable office at the 
Courthouse is apparently the re- 
corder of deeds which shows a bal- 
ance to its credit of $9414.79 with 
the prothonotary's secoad with a 
balance of $8036.49. The clerk of 
the Courts and the register of wills 
both show deficiencies, the clerk 
having, an overdraft for $96.57 and 
the register of wills with an over- 
draft of $1989.50. 

In a monetary sense the prohibi- 
tion amendment and the Volstead 
act are more profitable than the old 
licensing system used to be, for the 
liquor law violations fines total 
$20,386.46, with miscellaneous 
Criminal Courts fines totaling but 
$3005.29. 

The expenditures during Sep- 
tember were $279,191.32. Included 
in ' this sum was $54,051.97 for 
bridges; $46,710.97 for turnpikes; 
$39,232.14 for Courthouse; $11,- 
478.52 for almshouse. 

RAZE OLD BUILDING 

To Make Way for New Township 
Quarters. 
The old Lower Merion township 
building on Lancaster avenue, 
which is to be replaced by a modern 
building, has been razed. 

Until the new building is com- 
pleted the township offices will be 
located in the old Baptist Church 
building on; Cricket avenue, near 
Lancaster avenue. 

Work of tearing down the pres- 
ent building, an old dwelling, for- 
merly the home of Robley A. 
Warner, which was converted to 
township uses, and which proved 
inadequate years ago^ will begin this 
week, according to C. E. Rahn, 
Lower Merion building inspector. 

"The new building will be the 
most splendid small city hall in 
America," said Mr. Rahn. "It may 
not be quite as fine £s some of the 
small French hotels-de-ville, but it 
will be the finest thing this county 
has seen." 

The building will cost $250,000,. 
arid will place under one roof all the 
township departments, some of 
which Are located in an Ardmore 
office building. The building will 
be 100x60 feet in size and will oc- 
cupy a lot 200 by 225 feet. It will

For November Session County 
Courts. 

Jurors for the November ses- 
sion Court were drawn at Norris- 
town last week. Three hundred 
and twenty-eight were selected. 

In order that there might be 
sufficient jurors for the Novem- 
ber term of criminal and civil 
Courts, beginning November 10, 
the Court authorized the Jury 
Commissioners to place additional 
names in the jury wheel. 

The supply of names ran sho*t, 
the Commissioners informed the 
Judges, because at the June ses- 
sion there were three weeks of 
Criminal Court and that three 
Courts may be in operation during 
Criminal Court — 80 names were 
drawn for each term instead of 72. 

There is one Grand Jury and 
two petit juries to serve at the 
Criminal Court and two traverse 
juries for the Civil Courts ses- 
sions. There will be two weeks 
for each Court. The Criminal will 
sit on the weeks beginning Novem- 
ber 10 and November 17 and the 
Civil on the weeks beginning No- 
vember 24 and December 1.

The little borough of Rocklcdge, 
nestling on the hunlerline of Mont- 
gomery and J'hiladrlplua counties, 
is in a peculiar fix, and political 
leaders in this county are rather 
deeply interested in the probable 
outcome of the mix-up. 

Rocklcdge wants tn secede from 
Montgomery county and ca>t its lot 
with lMiiladclpliia. I'n fortunately 
for it, Montgomer) >U\'iuu>u>1y op- 
i)OSCs the separ:itinn and 1 Miiladcl- 
phia just a.s sin-nu»'ii^y oppose- the 
proposed union. 

The authoring «.f the little bor- 
ough filed a pciiticiii with ilu." Mont- 
gomery Court -■mu- months ago. It 
was set forth that the town authori- 
ties find it dithcuh to make end- 
meet in keeping up the comnnum> 
in the style to winch its residents 
were aecustomrd. Revenue^ are 
small and amliition- are large, a- a 
result of which prohibitive taxation 
is faced if modem improvement- 
are to be provided. Principal rea- 
son for the proposed change was 
given as the desire to improve 
school facilities. At present high 
school pupils from Rocklcdge must 
go to Cheltenham township high 
school, and were union effected with 
Philadelphia, the distance to school 
would be materially reduced— and 
also the tuition expenses, although 
this was not mentioned in the peti- 
tion. 

Montgomery Objects. 

Vigorous objection was made in 
MoiUgomerv county, particularly m 
political circles, ami i- ha^-d upon 
several grounds. 

There is serious objection to the 
gradual dismemberment of Mont- 
gomery. It is recognized that it 
Rockledge succeeds in seceding, it 
will be a matter of only a short time 
until other suburban communities 
plan similar action. The city is 
growing rapidlv on its outer edges, 
and in several sections boundary 
lines already have disappeared. 
Most of the suburbanites work in 
Philadelphia, and are more deeply 
interested in citv government and 
city affairs than in those ot Mont- 
gomery county. 

* Continual "biting oh" of sections 
of Montgomery would, within a 
.short time cut off a very prosperous 
and thicklv populated district. 

This would result in a loss ot 
population, prestige, taxes, and. last 
but not least, votes. 

The suburban districts are pro- 
lific sources of revenue for county 
purposes. Assessments average 
much higher than in other sections, 
and the aggregate of taxes paid in 
the Old York road and Lower 
Merion districts cuts a material 
figure in enabling the county to keep 
up its present scale of operations at 
a tax rate comparatively low. 
Loss of Votes Is Feared. 
The loss of votes is still more 
serious. AH the suburban districts 
are heavily Republican. Montgom- 
ery leaders expect these sections to 
pile up totals at the polls winch the 
best efforts of the Democrats in 
other sections cannot overcome. 1 lie 
upper end of the county is Demo- 
cratic ; Norristown is close, and 
Conshohocken is the only real Re- 
publican stronghold outside the 
lower end. Several years ago 
leaders brought about a legislative 
reapportionment, by which the old 
Fourth District, which was Demo- 
cratic, was wiped out, and a large 
Third District created, entitled to 
three representatives. In this dis- 
trict the heavily Republican dis- 
tricts of Cheltenham, Abington, 
Springfield, Whitemarsh. etc.. were 
combined with the up-county 
Democratic stronghold in a rather 
curious geographical arrangement, 
but one which was very effective, 
politically, in establishing Republi- 
can supremacy. 

The reduction of voting strength 
in the lower end constitutes a real 
danger, in the possibility that politi- 
cal erosion might jeopardize Repub- 
lican strength and create the danger 
of a Democratic district, with three 
Democratic legislators, which would 
be little short of a political catas- 
trophe to the Johnson forces. 

For these two reasons— taxes 
and votes— Montgomery authorities

the proposed secession, and County 
Solicitor Styer has been instructed

For your information, since its 
inception several years ago, this 
Association has had considerable 
success in correcting various politi- 
cal evils in both political parties.

The Legion sent a representative 
direct to the address in New York 
City, after all efforts to reach Mr. 
Krook by phone and telegraph had 
been exhausted. Our representa- 
tive has returned with the advice 
that the address given is occupied by 
an elaborate delicatessen shop on the 
first floor, a manufacturer of Ab- 
dominal Reducing Belts for Stout 
I 'eople on the second floor, and 
Mother Sarah's Soothing Syrup on 
the third floor. An interview with 
the heads and employees of each es-' 
tablishment disclosed the fact that 
the present occupants of the build- 
ing had been there for ten years 
and had absolutely no knowledge 
whatever of the "'Political Reform 
Association."

hickories and shellbarks that not 
only are easily cracked nuts* but the 
grafting method has reduced their 
age for starting to bear from 25 
years to as early as five to eight 
years from time of planting.

NEW REGULATIONS 

Changes at the Library for the Daily 
Opening. 

The workers of the Narberth 
Community Library are well 
pleased with the way the towns- 
people responded to the short notice 
of the daily opening of the Library; 
for to every one's surprise Mon- 
day, the first day, had as many 
patrons as ony one of the regular 
days had had previously, and the 
record kept up during the week in 
spite of the fact that the notice 
of the change in schedule had gone 
out only two days previously. It 
may cause mental perturbation or a 
mild form of physical prostration 
when a lone librarian in charge of 
a desk finds herself surrounded by 
several citizens of the borough all 
waiting to ask for assistance in lo- 
cating a book or a bit of informa- 
tion. Even more experienced work- 
ers in face of such a situation last 
week threw up their hands in de- 
spair, realizing their inability to fol- 
low the Library rule in remaining 
at the desk and at the same time to 
follow their inclination to rush about 
the room in search of books. At 
the close of the day, however, even 
the most flurried spoke with pride 
of the amount of work she had had 
to do. 

In opening the Library every day 
it was possible to make such changes 
as have long been contemplated es- 
pecially in reference to the reserve 
books. Hereafter a post card will 
be sent in regular turn to each per- 
son who has asked for a reserve and 
the book will be held at the Li- 
brary two days if not called be- 
fore that time. If a person receiv- 
ing a notice fails to respond at the 
end of two days her name will be 
dropped to the bottom of the list 
and a card sent to the name follow- 
ing. The post cards for this pur- 
pose cost a little under two cents, 
consequently the charge of two cents 
will be made at the time the reserve 
is requested. 

The other changes are very sim- 
ple. A free book may be kept with- 
out charge for two weeks only, in- 
stead of three as formerly, as the 
Library feels that with the rooms 
open every day it will be possible 
to return books more promptly. 
After the two weeks a charge of 
two cents a Library day will be 
made. This applies to the children's 
department as well as to the adult. 

The new books will be rented for 
two cents a Library day (a day on 
which the Library is open) with a 
minimum charge of ten cents. There 
may be a little confusion at first but 
it is to be hoped that in a short 
time the system will be working 
very smoothly. There is one source 
of gratification to the volunteer 
workers at the Library and that in 
the generous and helpful attitude 
of the public toward the Library's 
efforts to reach and maintain a high 
standard. That attitude soothes 
many a distressing hour.
